TOWN WARRANT 


WORCESTER, SS. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the 
County of Worcester, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Millbury, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs 
to meet at the Town Hall, in said Millbury, on Monday the 
5th day of February, next, at fifteen minutes of six o’clock 
in the forenoon, to elect the following officers, to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector 
of Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, 
Highway Surveyor, and three members of the Board of 
Selectmen, all for the term of one year; one member of 
the School Committee, one Assessor, one member of the 
Board of Health, Trustee of Town Library, one Commis- 
sioner of Cemeteries, and two members of the Board of 
Public Welfare, all for the term of three years; all to be 
voted for on one ballot. 

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the year ensuing. 

And to meet on February 10th, 1945 at 2 P.M. at the 
Town Hall, in said Millbury, to act on the following arti- 
cles, to wit: 

Article 3. To hear the reports of the several Town 
Officers and Committees and act thereon. 

Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the year 
ensuing, including sums for the lighting of streets, the 
maintenance of the Town Library, the observance of 
Memorial Day, care and improvement of cemeteries, care 
of clocks, care of fire alarm, the use of the Tree Warden 
and for Town Aid to Needy Soldiers and their Widows, 
salaries of Fire Department, and Police Retirement Pen- 
sions or take any action thereon. 
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Article 5. To determine the time when all taxes shall 
be payable and make regulations concerning the payment 
of same. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1945, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given 
for a period of less than one year in accordance with Sec- 
tion 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 

Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to employ counsel in any suit that may be brought 
against the Town. 

Article 8. To choose any committee or committees that 
may be thought necessary. 

Article 9. Tio see if the Town will authorize the Asses- 
sors to print the Valuation and Tax List and raise and 
appropriate money therefor, or take any action thereon. 

Article 10. To see what action the Town will take regard- 
ing the hiring of two or more policemen to patrol our 
streets and raise and appropriate money for same, or take 
any action thereon. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of the time and 
place of sale by posting such notice of sale in some con- 
venient and public place in the Town fourteen days at 
least before the sale, property taken by the Town under 
tax title procedure provided that the Selectmen or whom- 
soever they may authorize to hold such public auction may 
reject any bid which they deem inadequate, or take any 
action relative thereto. © 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the purpose of Chapter 
90, maintenance, or take any action thereon. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will raise and appro- — 
priate a sum’'of money to provide for extraordinary or 
unforeseen expenditures under the provisions of Chapter 
40, Section 6, of the General Laws of Massachusetts, to 
_be known as the reserve fund, or take any action thereon. 
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Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to employ a Civil Engineer, when in their judgment 
it is necessary, and raise and appropriate money therefor, 
or take any action thereon. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $4,000. for the year’s rental of the accommoda- 
tion at the Assumption School now used by the Millbury 
School Department, or take any action thereon. 

Article 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to be expended by the School Commit- 
tee for the employment of a Custodian and for other ex- 
penses for the maintenance of the Windle Field or take 
any action thereon. 

Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100. to be expended by the Board 
of Selectmen for eye-glasses for underprivileged children, 
or take any action thereon. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will appropriate $50. to 
be paid to the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture, in 
accordance with the provisions of, and for the purpose of, 
Chapter 128, General Laws, or for the support of Demon- 
stration work in Agriculture, Home Economics, or Boys’ 
and Girls’ Club Work, under the direction of the Agent, or 
instructors, or the Trustees co-operating with the local 
Town Director, or pass any vote or votes in relation 
thereto. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be expended by the Board 
of Public Welfare for the purpose of Chapter 413 of the 
Acts of 1936, and acts in amendment thereto, entitled 
““Aid to Dependent Children” or take any action thereon. 

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money for general municipal purposes under authority of, 
and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 49, of 
the Acts of 1933 and amendments thereto, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will raise and appropri-. 
ate a sum of money for State Aid Relief to defray expense 
of current year, or take any action thereon. 
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Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500. for the printing of the An- 
nual Town Reports, so that an itemized list of the expendi- 
tures under each appropriation will be shown therein, or 
take any action thereon. 

Article 23. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of $750. to be paid the Millbury Society for Dis- 
trict Nursing, or take any action thereon. 

Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to maintain the Town dump 
on Riverlin Street, under the supervision of the Board of 
Health, or take any action thereon. 

Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500. to be used by the Selectmen 
to settle claims for personal property damage or inci- 
dental personal injury claims that may be brought against 
the Town, or take any action thereon. 

Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be expended by the Treasurer 
for filing fees and the necessary expenses of foreclosing 
certain Tax Titles now held by the Town, through Land 
Court procedure, or take any action thereon. 

Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be expended by the Regis- 
trars of Voters for canvassers, supplies, salaries of Reg- 
istrars and clerk, printing, and clerical hire, necessary to 
carry out the work required under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 440 of the Acts of 1938, or take any action thereon. 

Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be expended, under the super- 
vision of the Selectmen, for expenses incurred in future 
War Bond drives and other civic events, or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Board of Selectmen for the purpose of 
inscribing, on the new World War Memorial, the names 
of the members of the armed Service from Millbury, or 
take any action thereon. 

Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
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appropriate, or transfer from available funds in the treas- 
ury, a sum of money for the purchase of war bonds or 
other bonds that are legal investments for savings banks, 
in order to establish a postwar rehabilitation fund, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 5, Acts of 1943, 
or take any action thereon. 

Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate, or transfer from unappropriated available 
funds in the treasury, a sum of money for Chapter 90 
Highway Maintenance, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 

Article 32. To see if the voters will instruct the modera- 
tor to appoint a high school building committee to in- 
vestigate the feasibility of building a new senior high 
school, such committee to investigate site, cost, etc. and 
report to voters at the next annual town meeting. 

Article 33. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $500. to defray expenses of architect, travel, 
and any other expenses entailed by committee in plan- 
ning new high school building, or take any action thereon. 

Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1500. to be expended by the Vet- 
erans’ Rehabilitation Committee for clerk hire and gen- 
eral and incidental expenses in connection with its work of 
aiding discharged veterans of World War II, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to designate 
the rooms in the Town Hall basement now occupied by 
the State Guard as permanent quarters for the exclusive 
use of the State Guard, as long as there is a company in 
Millbury, or take any action thereon. 

Article 36. 'To see if the Town will vote to contract with 
the Massachusetts Water Works Company to install a fire 
hydrant on Elm Court and raise and appropriate money 
for same, or take any action thereon. 

Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor, to construct a catch 
basin opposite 59 Sycamore Street, or take any action 
thereon. 
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Article 38. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install two electric lights on 
High Street, or take any action thereon. 

Article 39. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to place an electric light on Grove Street 
between River Street and Waters Street, or take any ac- 
tion thereon. 

Article 40. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of nine hundred and seventy-five dollars 
($975.) to be expended under the supervision of the School 
Committee, to replace plumbing and sheathing and other- 
wise renovate the toilets in the East Millbury School to 
eliminate their unsanitary and odorous condition, or take 
any action thereon. 

Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,000. to be expended under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor, to perform neces- 
sary labor and provide tile drain pipe to care for the over- 
flow of water on the southerly side of South Main Street 
from a point opposite the residence of Genevieve Bright, 
to connect with underground pipe opposite residence of 
Louis Paille, or take any action thereon. 

Article 42. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to construct a sidewalk on Grove Street 
from Waters Street to River Street, or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 43. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to install a four-way overhead 
blinker at the center of the Town, to replace the present 
blinker, for the purpose of eliminating the congestion in 
the center of the Town, or take any action thereon. 

Article 44. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money, to be expended under the 
supervision of the Highway Surveyor, to install a surface 
water drain on the southerly side of West Main Street, 
from Washington Street to connect with the catch basin 
opposite the West Side Filling Station, or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 45. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $2,100. for the construction of a granolithic 
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sidewalk and curbing on Providence Street to extend from 
the Providence Street Bridge to Riverlin Street, under the 
supervision of the Highway Department.

The Engineers appointed by your board met and organ- 
ized as follows:

During the year 1944, Number 1 Company answered 38 
bell alarms, 15 still alarms, and 14 false alarms. Number 2 
Company 38 bell alarms, 19 still alarms, and 8 false alarms. 
Number 3 Company answered 1 bell alarm.

Each company consists of twelve regular men and two 
substitutes also three Engineers. 

This year we have installed a new pump in the Number 1 
fire truck and purchased one of the latest Rockwood fog noz- 
zles. These nozzles are useful in case of oil or gas fires and 
especially in case of airplane crashes. 

We have made many building inspections this year and 
intend to make more the coming year, so please co-operate 
with the department and dispose of all fire hazards.

Be sure you secure a permit for any fire before you do 
any burning. 

Inspect your incinerators before the fire season starts 
as this is the cause of many grass fires which prove dan- 
gerous at times.

Report of Millbury Public Library 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Millbury: 


The Trustees and the Librarian submit the following re- 
port for the year 1944. 


The Library was open 267 days and two hrman libraries 
were started; one in East Millbury, the other at Dorothy 
Manor School. The total circulation for the year was 
35,547 classified as follows: 


Fiction 24,703 Non-Fiction 2,439 
Juvenile 6,703 Magazines 1,702 


793 books were bought during the year, 238 juvenile books, 
452 Books of fiction and 103 reference books. In addition, 
reference books were presented by the Millbury Woman’s. 
Club which each year through its library extension commit- 
tee makes provision for a generous gift to the Library. 
Books of fiction were donated by Mrs. Napoleon Army, Mrs. 
Thomas Culbert, Mrs Robert Curtis and Mrs. Joseph Para- 
dise. Mrs. Charles Lavallee gave some French books and 
magazines. Miss Maxine Reade contributed juvenile books 
and the Girl Scout Committee of 1944 gave two copies of 
the Girl Scout Handbook. The purchases and gifts make 
a total of 8,389 volumes in our library at the present time, 
1,503 children’ s books, 2,462 books of adult fiction and 4,424 
reference books. 3 


Other gifts received were the Saturday Evening Post 
from Mr. C. C. Ferguson, the Times from Dr. E. O. Angell 
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and a three-year subscription to the Parents Magazine from 
the Millbury Society for District Nursing. Mrs. Edith 
Van Ostrand gave a book rack. Through the kindly efforts 
of the Rev. Orville White, the portraits of Mr. and Mrs. 
Caleb Burbank were reconditioned and hung in the library 
on August 31, 1944. 

In June, Reading Certificates were presented at the an- 
nual library party to 55 children who had completed the 
requirements. Books were given by the trustees to those 
children who had completed two years of required reading. 

At this time, the Trustees and the Librarian wish to ex- 
tend their thanks to all persons and organizations, who have 
made gifts, and to all teachers of the Public Schools of 
Millbury who have cooperated so splendidly throughout the 
year.

Dr. E. OLIN ANGELL 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I will respectfully submit by eighth annual.report and the fifty- 
fifth in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 

It is estimated that from September, 1941, to June, 1944, high 
school enrollment throughout the country declined approximately 
fifteen per cent. During this same period many new courses of study 
were added to the high school curriculum, so that the teaching 
burden on the high school staffs was not lightened by the decreased 
enrollment. In fact, since many schools lost valuable members of the 
faculty to the armed forces, frequently the teaching burden was 
made more difficult. The trend in studies during this period was 
to the physical sciences and mechanical arts requiring the extensive 
use of laboratories and work-shops. Consequently these facilities 
were strained, and in some cases were inadequate to accommodate the 
extra classes. 


Since September of 1944 the high school enrollments have univer- 
sally increased. Pupils have been urged by Federal and State author- 
ities, and even by leaders of industry, to remain in school, or to 
return to their school work. They have been warned that in our 
country a high school education is absolutely essential for success in 
any vocation, and for good citizenship. It is estimated that trend will 
continue, and that in a few years the high schools will have a greater 
enrollment than at any time before the present war. 


Our own High School had a relatively small decrease in attendance. 
Two extra rooms which were never intended for classrooms are still 
used for that purpose. Only by various make-shift arrangements have 
we been able to take care of the students even during these years of 
decreased enrollment. With the prospect of increasing numbers in 
the High School it becomes imperative to look to the future and to 
plan a building which will be sufficiently large for the needs of the 
students. By starting now we can enlist the aid of the Federal Works 
Project which is arranging with cities and towns for the construction 
of pac buildings, and other projects, in the immediate post-war 
period. 


In Millbury we shall need a building which will include approxi- 
mately twenty classrooms, a library, industrial arts and domestic 
science departments, an assembly hall, and a gymnasium. 


It is estimated that only five per cent of the girls and fifteen per 
cent of the boys who graduate.from high school enter college. Approx- 
imately ninety per cent of the pupils attending high schoo! would 
profit more by courses in industrial arts and domestic science than by 
taking academic subjects. Government requirements also are tending 
more towards mechanical and scientific subjects. These facts explain 
the need of a well equipped industrial arts and domestic science de- 
partment in any modern high school. 


The results of physical examinations given by the armed forces 
show the greater need of proper physical training for young people and 
for this training a gymnasium is a necessity. A separate assembly hall 
ultimately will result in a saving to the Town, because we must con- 
sider the continual repairs necessary in a hall which is also used as 
a gymnasium, the added expenses of changing over for assembly 
purposes, etc. 


Repairs 


War conditions make extensive repairs impossible, but necessary 
repairs were made on the roof and tower of the Providence Street 
School; windows, steps, fire escape and walks at the Dorothy Manor 
School; interior walls, fire escape, toilets and doors at the West 
Millbury School. Besides, there was a general overhauling of toilet 
facilities in all the schools. Considerable painting and decorating 
Soe ENS the appearance of the Dorothy Manor and East Millbury 

chools. 

Effective in September, 1945, the School Committee voted to install 
in Millbury the system of conferring honors which is observed in prac- 
tically all the high schools in Worcester County and which is recom- 
mended by the State Department of Education. An outline of this 
honor system is given and the following recommendations which were 
adopted by the School Committee: 


OUTLINE OF HIGH SCHOOL HONOR SYSTEM 


I. The present system of Valedictory and Salutatory honors will 
be discarded and the following system will be instituted: 
An honor group to contain every student who obtains an “A” 
or “B” (in other words 85 or better) in at least 60 diploma 
credits (12 units or courses). The remaining 20 or more di- 
ploma credits could be in any marking bracket providing they 
did not bring the total average of the 16 courses below 865. 


II. When the honors at graduation are announced or printed in the 
programs they will read as follows: 
Honors in College Course 
Honors in Social Arts Course 
Honors in: Commercial Course 
Note: It is hoped that the above will give credit not only to the 
ee but will designate in what field the honors were 
secured. 


III. The honor speakers at graduation will be chosen from this honor 
group and will be its representatives not because they were higher 
than another pupil but because they were selected in the following 
manner to represent this group: 

A. Each pupil in the senior honor group will be given the 
privilege of submitting a 500 word essay, the title of which 
must be approved by the English department and the high 
school principal. 


B. The essays, bearing numbers and not names, to be turned 
in to the English department which will choose seven of these 
papers from this group on the following points: 

1. Appropriateness of title 
2. Coherence and unity 

8. English expression 

4. Material 


C. These seven papers will then be orally presented by their 
authors before a group of outside judges, picked by the 
superintendent and principal. From these seven the four 
graduation speakers are to be picked on the following points: 

1. Subject 
2. Content 
3. Presentation 


IV. In order to make marks given in high school and those received 
in college more compatible, a top average of 90 will: be set. 
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V. Reasons for discontinuing our present system are as follows: 


A. The awarding of the above honors on the basis of the aver- 
age of a series of marks on a percentage scale is open to 
objection because the standards of marking vary with dif- 
ferent teachers and in different subjects. The knowledge 
that an average will be made is a temptation for students 
competing for those honors to take those subjects in which 
they are likely to get higher marks regardless of the value 
of the subjects themselves. 


B. Competition for these honors is likely to develop an unde- 
Cataee attitude toward work and toward one’s fellow 
students. 


C. Competition for these honors may result in actual cheating 
in class work and on tests. 


D. Unhealthy pressure may be brought to bear on teachers to 
raise marks. 


E. In far too many cases the results of the aptitude tests 
given by Boston University, Clark University, and our- 
selves show very poor correlation when compared with the 
marks on our report cards.

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Report of Mr. Stephen Beaton, Jr. 
High School Principal 


The downward trend in our high school population seems to have 
ceased, and this fall we commenced school with a slight increase over 
last year. Our enrollment at the beginning of this school year was 
335 as against 330 for last year. This increase may only be tempo- 
rary as there is still a great demand for child labor. I like to think 
of it, however, as an indication that the parents of Millbury are 
being far sighted in the educational outlook for their children; and 
that this indicates an early outcropping of the realization that a 
secondary school education will be one of the necessary tools of to- 
morrow’s leaders. 

Our curriculum, which has experienced so many additions in the 
past two years, particularly in the field of science, has remained 
unchanged this year. The success of our graduates who have en- 
tered the armed services, especially in the air corps, still attest 
to Ha fine training our pupils are receiving in our pre-induction 
work. 

The spirit of patriotism of our pupils deserves particular mention. 
In every bond drive conducted in the past year our pupils and teach- 
ers have far exceeded our expectations. In the three paper drives put 
on in the high school during the past year about ten tons of paper and 
magazines were collected in each drive. Our pupils and teachers have 
been very active in the Junior Red Cross work under the able super- 
vision of Mrs. Harris Rice, particularly was this noticeable in the 
Junior Red Cross Hospital Service. Only junior and senior girls 
were eligible for this work and we are very proud of the fact that 
over thirty girls passed the courses and took part in this service. 
This comprised about 50 percent of the girls in these two classes. 
The making of numerous useful articles for the men in the services in 
the manual training, sewing, and art classes, were some of the other 
projects carried on by our school. In fact the above and a great many 
other services carried on by our teachers and pupils, too numerous 
to mention in this report, indicate a very healthy spirit of cooperation 
in the war effort. 

At the beginning of school this fall we found ourselves one of the 
few schools in Worcester County which did not suffer any changes 
in its teaching force, for which we are very grateful. | 

Millbury High School has again been approved in Class “A” by 
the Supervisor of Secondary Education, Mr. A. Russell Mack; and 
is on the approved list of the New England College Certificate Board 
until December 31, 1945. 

The prizes, annually awarded on Class Day to the members of the 
senior class, were presented to the following students: Robert Mon- 
gelio, the Washington-Lafayette Medal for the highest average in 
American History; Robert Mongelio, the Rensselaer Medal for excel- 
lence in mathematics and science; Miss Beatrice Stewart, the Citizen- 
ship Award given by the Daughters of the American Revolution; and 
Miss Wanda Waskiewicz, the Millbury Woman’s Club Scholarship 
Award of one hundred dollars. 

In the Oratorical Contest sponsored by the George Devoe Post 9, 
American Legion and Auxiliary, prizes were won by the following 
students: Miss Mary Harris, first prize of $3.00; Miss Eva Ballin, 
second prize of $2.00; and prizes of $1.00 each went to Miss Jean 
Flynn, Miss Joan Shea, Miss Angela Mazzeo, and Miss Frances Cowan. 

Due to the employment of so many of our students after school 
hours, our club activities have become practically non-existent. Our 
sports teams have, however, continued on practically full schedules. 
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All of our athletic teams enjoyed successful seasons. The boys’ basket- 
ball team, under the coaching of Mr. Favulli, deserves special com- 
mendation. They lost only one league contest and were awarded the 
championship of the Blackstone Valley High School Basketball 
League. 

For many years we have been complimenting the parents of Muill- 
bury on their fine cooperative effort shown by our high’ yearly 
attendance averages. I read an article recently in the Massachusetts 
Educational News for December, 1944 in which was printed the fol- 
lowing average percentage of attendance for all public day schools 
in cities and towns of 5,000 population and over in the Commonwealth: 
1943-44—91.1%. Our percentage in the high school for the past 
school year was 95.16. I quote these figures in hopes that the 
parents of Millbury reading this report may feel that we are sincere 
when we extend to them our hearty thanks for their splendid 
cooperation. 


Report of Miss Mary Sullivan, 
Supervisor of Physical Education 


The physical education program has been carried out in much the 
same manner as last year. Since there has been no new equipment 
or facilities added, there could be few changes. 

The high school girls meet once a week for a strenuous period of 
activity, consisting of exercises prescribed by the U. S. Office of 
Education, and followed by relays to build up endurance and agility, 
or by games of high organization, such as basketball. For after school 
activities, the girls have basketball in January and February, swim- 
ming classes at the Worcester Y. W. C. A. in the spring, and field 
hockey in the fall. The swimming classes are held at the girls’ ex- 
pense, but perhaps at some future date, the town might provide for 
this, since it is so highly recommended by the government. 

The junior high girls report once a week for a program similar to 
the high school’s, but not at strenuous or as advanced. They work 
a great deal on game skills, and become acquainted with the games 
of higher organization. 

The elementary program is necessarily curtailed because of the 
high school sports sessions held immediately after school. Each 
school is visited as often as possible and each child is examined for 
postural defects and corrective exercises prescribed when needed. 

I recommend that some provision be made for better heating of 
the gymnasium since every winter some classes have to be cancelled 
because of the cold. I also recommend that some provision be made 
for lockers for the girls’ gym suits. Every girl in the high school has 
a gym suit, but they are continually being lost. 


Report of Miss Rose M. Masset, 
Supervisor of Home Economics 


Sewing is divided in two parts, hand sewing and machine sewing. 
In the seventh grades the girls become familiar with sewing through 
handwork. This means all the articles they make, such as a bag, 
pincushion and needlecase, are constructed by hand. In this way, 
while learning the fundamental stitches they are also making things 
they will have use for in the eighth grade. Toward the end of the 
year, machine work is taken up. The use and care of the machine, 
together with the running of it is studied and practiced thoroughly. 
_ Sewing in the eighth grades is done entirely by machine, which 
they have learned to use proficiently by now. The commercial pat- 
tern is also studied in this grade and they learn how to read and 
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alter such patterns by means of making a lingerie set and a simple 
cotton dress. Besides learning stitches it is hoped that cleanliness: 
and neatness of personal appearance will be habits formed in the 
sewing classes. 

Only one day a week is allowed for high school sewing, which means 
they only have about thirty-five minutes to sew, therefor much of 
the work has to be done at home. Now the sewing is of a more 
advanced type, using more difficult patterns and materials other than 
cotton. The girls work with one another in the fitting of garments 
which gives them an idea of appropriate styles for different figures. 

‘It is to be regretted that we haven’t the facilities and room for 
teaching that other phase of Home Economics—cooking—as this is 
as much of a necessity as sewing, to girls who will be the home- 
makers of tomorrow. 


Report of Mr. Wilmar H. Ela, 
Supervisor of Industrial Arts 


Classes for boys in the junior high school are woodworking and 
home mechanics. 

Boys in the woodworking classes are taught by the project method. 
Articles that can be used in the home are selected, each group for 
its teaching quality, starting with simple projects that can be cut 
and made of one piece of stock, to large, complicated projects made 
of many pieces. During the process of construction, students are 
taught the methods of selecting stock, layout, correct tools and their 
uses, use of simple machines, assembling, and finishing. 

Some projects made by boys in the junior high school are as fol- 
lows: pencil holders, lamps, shelves, magazine and book racks, cases, 
knife, fork and spoon holders, small tables and toys. 

Home mechanics classes for junior high boys are taught the use 
and selection of home tools, repairs for simple electric wiring and 
attachments, glazing, repairs to faucets, doors, cracked walls, and 
many other items that concerns the upkeep of a home. 

Mechanical drawing and woodwork are subjects taught to the 
high school boys. The course in mechanical drawing consists of 
work in the following phases: freehand sketching, isometric, ortho- 
graphic, scale, tracing, blueprint making. Problems used in classes 
are made in blueprint form by the students, as are the drawings and 
blueprints used in the woodshop. 

The high school woodworking classes are taught by the project 
method, constructing useful articles for the home, farm and school. 
Advance methods of construction by use of machine tools, jigs, fix- 
tures, and simple production requirements, are met by the high 
school boy. 

A partial list of projects made by high school students follows: 
book cases, end tables, tables, floor lamps, table lamps, turned candle- 
stick holders, medicine chests, tables for high school library, bulle- 
tin boards, and many other useful articles. 

Safety methods are taught and practiced at all times in the School 
shop by all those using hand and machine tools. 


Report of Miss Katherine M. Bowe, 
Supervisor of Music 
Today a basic foundation in music is considered vital for every 
student. Through actual contact with the subject, by group sing- 


ing, music is able to enrich our lives and instill happiness in our 
hearts. As a morale builder it has proven indispensable. 
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In the grammar schools the children progress from the singing 
of rote songs in the first grade to the presentation of two and three 
part music in the sixth grade. Simple harmony and the fundamen- 
tals of theory are taught through the grades. 

The junior high school has a forty minute period on Tuesday, at 
which time, the singing of three part music and a more advanced 
course in harmony is undertaken. 

A girls’ Glee Club of eighty voices rehearses every Tuesday, 
third period, and enjoys the singing of four part classical music 
and the more difficult numbers. 

The freshman class meets every Wednesday, third period; after 
a review of the junior high work, singing of semi-popular and war 
songs is greatly enjoyed. 

The senior class meets in the assembly hall during the last half- 
term and prepares for the graduation exercises. 

Music in all the Millbury schools has improved immensely, due 
to the cooperation and untiring efforts of the teachers and the fact 
that new books have been purchased for the children. 


Report of Miss Edna Charrier, 
Supervisor of Art 


Learning the fundamentals of proportion, color and design consti- 
tute the elementary grade curriculum. In addition to working with 
crayon and cut paper, we have added the modeling of plasterline, 
an excellent method of teaching third dimension. The youngsters 
enjoy modeling for then they can “feel” as well as “see” their art 
lessons. 

The junior high course offers more individualized attention and 
the development of creative expression. The media stressed is 
water color. However, attractive cut-paper Christmas cards and 
felt scraps have been utilized in making gifts. Color harmony and 
principles of design are continued on a more difficult plane. I wish 
to extend a word of sincere thanks to Miss Leary for her invaluable 
aid, without which the junior highschool art classes could not have 
achieved such successful results or so high a standard of work. 

Practical crafts that have a definite carry-over value into real 
life have been utilized in the high school curriculum. To study figure 
drawing, the students modeled, in correct proportion, small figures 
which were enameled later and turned into ornamental figurines. We 
have created an interest in color photography by introducing it in 
art class. Costume designing has also proved popular among teen 
aged girls. We hope to correlate this subject with the sewing class 
in the future. For Christmas this year we are stenciling textiles, 
ties, scarfs, luncheon cloths and towels, a project which promises 
to be the most successful introduced thus far. 


Report of Dr. Arthur A. Brown, 
School Physician 


Since the opening of schools in September all the school buildings 
have been inspected and the annual examination of all the pupils 
has been practically completed. Special examinations are given 
pupils engaged in high school athletics. 

The usual examination of pre-school children was held in four 
different buildings in June with good attendance. 

Of the communicable diseases, whooping cough was very prevalent 
during the spring and fall sessions of school and a large number of 
cases of scarlet fever occurred in different sections of the town in 
the spring months. 
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First aid was rendered to a number of children with minor 
lacerations, abrasions and contusions during the school year. 


Report of Miss May A. Stafford, R.N., 
School Nurse 

As always the routine work of inspection for infectious diseases 
and uncleanliness, especially heads, was done immediately at the 
opening of schools. 

The annual physical check-up of all pupils by Dr. Brown, School 
Physician, was started soon after school opened, and has been 
completed through the eighth grade. Also, the feet of the high school 
- pupils have been checked. The results of this check-up are used as 
the basis for the follow-up work that goes on all year.

Some of these cases are very slight defects and corrective measures 
have already been taken. 

The dental clinic with Dr. M. M. Hennebery in charge was held 
weekly. Twenty-eight clinics were held from January to December. 
Three hundred and ninety-five examinations and three hundred and 
fifty-four treatments were given. Much more dental work is needed, 
although a definite improvement is noted. 

The Pre-school clinics were held at four schools, and were well 
attended, two having 100%. Many defects were corrected before 
the children entered school. Ejighty-two children were registered. 

The list of handicapped children has been revised and those who 
have had adequate corrections or who have reached the age of 
twenty-one have been taken off. This year we have added the names 
of the children with speech defects, and those whose hearing and 
eyesight are so affected that treatment does not help. We have a 
list of thirty children who are handicapped in some way and twelve 
names have been removed. 

The annual eye test has been given and the lighted chart has 
been used in all grades. We have no cases of defective sight without 
glasses or treatment. From the special fund we have provided glasses 
for seven children. I am waiting for a demonstration of the new 
Massachusetts Vision Test, one of the purposes is to find cases where 
there is difficulty in using both eyes together. 

Four girls were sent to Sterling Health Camp for eight weeks 
this summer, through the sale of seals and pins. 

The weighing and measuring of all pupils has been completed. 
Impetigo and pediculosis cases are fewer and are cleaned up quickly. 
A definite improvement in personal cleanliness is noted in all schools. 

We had an unusual run of whooping cough and scarlet fever. 
Cases of mumps, measles, chicken pox and ivy poison are present 
throughout the year. 

In January a course in Home Nursing was given to girls in the 
senior and junior classes of the high school. Highteen girls finished 
the course and received their certificates. New classes will be started 
again after the Christmas vacation. 

- Routine work goes on throughout the year such as home and 
classroom visits, first aid work, inspection for cleanliness, and ar- 
ranging ways and means for correction of defects.
